Mum’s battle for 


drug availability

A Tadworth mum’s passionate cam¬ 
paign for cystic fibrosis medicine 
Orkambi to be available on the NHS 
is gaining traction in Parliament af¬ 
ter being debated. 

Sharon Cranfield, whose daugh¬ 
ter Jessica has cystic fibrosis, de¬ 
scribed the profound suffering 
this currently life-limiting disease 
causes. 

“Imagine trying to breathe 
through a straw,” said Sharon. “You 
will always feel like you’re suffocat¬ 
ing. That is what it’s like.” 

She, along with other ‘CF warri¬ 
ors’ and their loved ones, have been 
spearheading the #OrkambiNow 
campaign which is supported by the 
Cystic Fibrosis Trust. 

Crispin Blunt, MP for Reigate, 
spoke passionately on their behalf 
at Westminster Hall, March 19. 

He said: “Since last summer, when 
Jessica able to access Orkambi on a 
compassionate use scheme for those 
with the lowest lung function, Jes¬ 
sica’s quality of life has been trans¬ 
formed. 



“The medicine reduces the mucus 
that builds up in the lungs causing 
infections and damage. 

“And already, Jessica is ben- 
efitting from fewer exacerbations 
- which before treatment with Ork¬ 
ambi were causing hospitalisations 
of around four times a year of up to 
a month at a time - taking her out 
of school. 

“Judging from stories like Jes¬ 
sica’s and the growing body of evi¬ 
dence which shows how the medi¬ 
cine is working effectively to keep 
children and young adults with 
cystic fibrosis out of hospital, there 


is a clearly a very strong case for 
making this medicine available on 
the NHS.” 

Crispin Blunt also praised Mrs 
Cranfield for the “amazing job” pro¬ 
moting the petition to parliament, 
which had more than the 100,000 sig¬ 
natures required to be considered 
for debate. 

He added that Orkambi received 
its European licence more than two 
years ago and the UK is falling be¬ 
hind with its “outdated” approach 
to medicines for rare diseases. 

Vertex, the manufacturer of Ork¬ 
ambi, has proposed an arrange¬ 


ment for the NHS so that all cur¬ 
rent and future medicines could 
be available at a fixed cost, irre¬ 
spective of the number of patients 
treated. 

The pharmaceutical company 
expects to develop drugs which will 
treat 90 per cent of cystic fibrosis 
patients within seven years. 

Crispin Blunt added: “As my con¬ 
stituent Sharon Cranfield said to 
me, ‘each day of delay is an addi¬ 
tional day of irreversible lung dam¬ 
age for those with treatable cystic 
fibrosis.’” 

A Vertex spokesperson said: “CF 
is a devastating disease where half 
of people die by the time they are 
age 31 - and the UK has the second- 
highest number of CF patients in 
the world. 

“The situation with CF in the UK 
is unique and needs a unique solu¬ 
tion - this is what Vertex’s portfolio 
approach offers. 

“As many MPs reflected in the 
debate, the key challenge we face is 
the NICE approval process which 
was developed nearly 20 years ago 
before precision medicines like 
ORKAMBI® for small patient num¬ 
bers existed - as one participant in 
the debate said - ‘it is an analogue 
process for a digital age’.”

Pond gets hit by 
pollution again 

Fly-tippers believed to be effluent culprits

Ewell Court Pond seems to be 
polluted again, with an oily 
sludge spotted on the surface of 
the water. 

But this time, the effluent is 
believed to be from flytippers 
rather than dodgy plumbing. 

Four years ago, raw sewage 
from four toilets and pollution 
from 51 appliances were found 
to be causing the nasty problem. 

Thames Water and the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency painstakingly 
traced the source of pollution 
over three years, using orange 
dyes and CCTV, and in 2014 an¬ 
nounced the problem was “sort¬ 
ed”. 

A Guardian reader told us 
Thames Water was there earlier 
in the week investigating the 
new pollution. 

He said: “It appears to have 
moved down the stream as my 
dog came out covered in diesel, 
or what I think is diesel.

“I believe some of the 
birds were taken away for 
cleaning.” 

A spokeswoman for Thames 
Water said: “It’s not the same 
issue, we believe somebody is 
flytipping, it’s not something we 
can chase.” 

In 2002 the council unwitting¬ 
ly forked out £100,000 to clean 
the lake, not realising the prob¬ 
lem was caused by wrongly con¬ 
nected drains. 


The extent of the problem 
only became apparent once 
the well-intended clean-up was 
thwarted. 

A spokesman for Epsom and 
Ewell Council said: “The Envi¬ 
ronment Agency have inspected 
the lake and have taken samples 
but have yet to trace the source 
of the contamination. 

“Council rangers are monitor¬ 
ing the wildlife in and around 
the lake.”

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Missing dog found dead by busy road 


A labradoodle puppy missing from the 
Chessington area was found dead by the 
A3. 

Ghost, just five months old, was 
discovered on Friday, March 16. 

He went missing from a dog day care 
near Harwell Estate on Tuesday, March 
6 and extensive searches were carried 
out by the community and his distraught 
owners. 

Andrea Pothier and her boyfriend, 
who live in Fulham, were searching 
morning and night and there were many 
voluntary searches from The Star Pub in 
Kingston Road, Malden Rushett. 


At the time, Andrea said: “It’s 
overwhelming. It’s been a week now, or 
eight days, we’ve had a lot people helping 
from the community. 

“I guess the important thing is that as it’s 
such a vast area we need more sightings 
of the dog to get reported as people may 
not be aware he is missing. 

“My partner and I have been doing 
barbecues in the evening to try and tempt 
him, but it hasn’t been successful so far.” 
Ghost’s death follows the best efforts of 
his family and the community, who did 
everything they could to find him. 


Housing plans 
for disused site 

Affordable homes part of the proposal

New affordable housing 
could be built in Leatherhead 
if the council approves plans 
for 239 new flats. 

The disused offices, in the 
old Leatherhead Food Re¬ 
search Facility in Randalls 
way, would be transformed 
into 55 affordable homes and 
a further 184 apartments. 

The “high-quality and at¬ 
tractive homes” would help 
re-address the balance of 
affordable housing in Mole 
Valley, according to develop¬ 
ers Titan Property Develop¬ 
ments. 

These flats, a mix of studio, 
one, two and three-bedroom 
properties, could house 1,000 
people. 

Local doctor’s surgery, The 
Ashlea Medical Practice, ex¬ 
pressed “huge concern” in 
the initial consultation that 
they could not cope with a

huge influx of residents in 
the area. 

Lucy Shabrokh, practice 
manager, wrote: “Audit shows 
the trend of an increasing 
number of patients on our 
register each month, with 
an average increase of 41 
patients per month. This up¬ 
ward trend is not sustainable 
solely within the constraints 
of our existing premises.” 

She added that the lease 
for Linden House Surgery in 


Leatherhead will be up for 
renewal in just five years’ 
time and there is no assur¬ 
ance of its renewal from the 
landlord. 

Titan Property Develop¬ 
ments subsequently pledged 
£1.8million in contribution 
to local services, including 
healthcare, and £85,000 of ex¬ 
tra funding for youth leisure 
facilities. 

Leatherhead Residents As¬ 
sociation said it accepted “in 
principle” the change of use 
to residential as there are 
many vacant offices, but de¬ 
scribed the density as “exces¬ 
sive” and “much more suited 
to large towns such as Wok¬ 
ing and Croydon”. 

Fran Smith, from Leather¬ 
head Residents Association, 
wrote: “The one way this 
development would help the 
local population is in the af¬ 
fordable housing provision, 
so we are very concerned 
that the developers wish to 
reduce this from the coun¬ 
cil’s requirement of 40 per 
cent to only 20 per cent.”

Prison for paedo

A paedophile has been jailed for 
sexually abusing two children 
while he was living in Tadworth. 

John Hewett, of Leybourne, 
West Mailing in Kent, abused the 
children in exchange for inde¬ 
cent images of other children. 

He committed the acts in July 
2016 and used social media app 
Kik to upload the images to swap 
with other paedophiles because 
he was “bored of normal pornog¬ 
raphy”. 

Detective Constable Matthew 
Evans, of the Paedophile On¬ 
line Investigation Unit, said: 
“This was a deeply distressing 
case, Hewett actively sought to 
view indecent images of young 
children and took disturbing 
actions to do so when he was of¬ 
fered the chance of swapping 
images with a paedophile he met 
online.” 

Hewett, 33, pleaded guilty to 
seven counts: three of possession 
of Category A, B and C indecent 
images, including images of pen¬ 
etrative sexual activity; two of 
sexual assault of a child under 
the age of three; one of causing 
or inciting sexual activity to a 
child under the age of three and 
one of the distribution of inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

He was sentenced to six years 
and eight months in prison at 


Guildford Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day, March 16. 

DC Evans said: “These were 
horrific offences that will have 
a life-long impact on the victims 
and their loved ones. Today’s 
sentence will now stop this man 
from causing further harm to 
these people and committing fur¬ 
ther offences. 


“The fact that he pleaded 
guilty prevented his victims and 
their families going through the 
ordeal of a court case.” 

Police also urged anyone con¬ 
cerned with their own online be¬ 
haviour or that of someone they 
know to contact the Lucy Faith- 
full Foundation anonymously on 
0808 1000 900.

Ewell West station looks set to be¬ 
come easier for passengers to use 
when a new footbridge and lifts are 
installed. 

Network Rail has submitted a 


planning application to Epsom 
and Ewell Council, but has 
legal power to carry out the 
work unless the local author¬ 
ity thinks it should be done 
elsewhere. 

The work is part of Network 
Rail’s “Access for All” scheme. 

Under the plans, the exist¬ 
ing bridge will be demolished, 
and a new, covered bridge will 


be put in its place, with two 16-per¬ 
son lifts.

UNSANE (15): Seeing is deceiving in Steven Soder¬ 
bergh’s hallucinogenic mind trip for a traumatised 
data analyst (Claire Foy), who sees the menacing face 
of a stalker everywhere she turns. Scripted by Johan 
Bernstein and James Greer, Unsane is shot entirely on 
a smartphone and generates sparks of claustropho¬ 
bia from the restricted screen framing and occasional 
blurring of images as characters race around dimly lit 
corridors. Visuals are intentionally murky, reflecting the 
gloom that descends upon the stricken heroine as she 
is separated from people she loves and the security 
of her home environment. In his capacity as director 
and editor, Soderbergh loosens his usually firm grasp 
on the film’s quickening pulse as boundaries between 
reality and nightmarish imagination blur with violent con¬ 
sequences. Shaky handheld camerawork has a verite, 
improvised quality akin to a fly-on-the-wall documen¬ 
tary rather than a studio-financed psychological thriller. 
Once the script commits itself to revealing whether the 
terror is only in the central character’s muddled head, 
tension dissipates. 

A WRINKLE IN TIME (PG): With its impassioned, tub- 
thumping messages of self-belief and individuality, A 
Wrinkle In Time is certainly not A Waste Of Time for the 
target audience of peer-pressured teenagers, who are 
force fed an airbrushed version of “reality” on social me¬ 
dia channels. Nor is director Ava DuVernay’s picture the 
emotionally rich call to arms that it earnestly strives to 
be, hamstrung by gaping plot holes, inconsistent char¬ 
acterisation and a steadfast reliance on swathes of digi¬ 
tal effects to propel the narrative towards its syrupy con¬ 
clusion. Fantastical realms crammed with otherworldly 
flora and fauna, reminiscent of James Cameron’s mega¬ 
blockbuster Avatar, provide an eye-popping backdrop 
to a 13-year-old girl’s painful coming of age during a 
madcap time-travelling quest to locate her missing fa¬ 
ther. The pacing is frenetic, in part to distract from loopy 
logic, which results in an exhausting 109 minutes of 
style over meaty, heart-tugging substance. The glittering 
jewel in the film’s wonky tiara is 14-year-old lead actress 
Storm Reid. She beautifully captures the awkwardness 
and aching vulnerability of her heroine, who constant¬ 
ly questions whether she possesses the strength to 


achieve her otherworldly destiny. 

TOMB RAIDER (12A): Swedish Oscar winner Alicia Vi- 
kander imbues acrobatic video game heroine Lara Croft 
with tortured melancholy in a big-budget origin story, 
directed by Roar Uthaug. Geneva Robertson-Dworet 
and Alastair Siddons’ script is reverse-engineered from 
a spectacular slam-bang finale, which permits Lara to 
delve into her bag of daredevil tricks: clambering, sprint¬ 
ing and somersaulting around a booby trap-laden tem¬ 
ple as architecturally unsound floors and ceilings give 
way around her. The dramatic calm before this special 
effects-laden storm is a surprisingly pedestrian affair, 
punctuated by tension-sapping flashbacks as well as 
historical hokum and secret society shenanigans wor¬ 
thy of The Da Vinci Code. A pervading mood of deadly 
seriousness is enlivened by broad comic interludes 
involving Nick Frost and Jaime Winstone as bickering 
husband and wife pawn brokers, whose store room of 
weapons suggests a bright future as armourers to Lara 
in the rich cinematic tradition of Q and James Bond. 
Uthaug’s picture isn’t game over for further escapades 
with Lara, not does it emphatically kick ass. It’s more of 
a polite spanking. 

MARY MAGDALENE (12A): A woman’s most cherished 
asset, her reputation, is at the mercy of jealous, control¬ 
ling men in director Garth Davis’s revisionist religious 
drama, which attempts to wash away the stains of ill 
repute from Jesus’ devoted disciple (Rooney Mara). Co¬ 
written by Helen Edmundson and Philippa Goslett, Mary 
Magdalene quietly trades in solemnity, echoing the cur¬ 
rent battle for parity waged by the Me Too and Time’s 
Up movements through the eyes of a misunderstood 
heroine at odds with the suffocating conventions of her 
time. “I’m not sure that what happens to a woman is of 
much account here,” laments Mary, who is portrayed 
as a much-abused feminist trailblazer rather than the 
repentant prostitute depicted in western art and litera¬ 
ture. As a handsomely crafted sermon about spiritual 
awakening and sacrifice, the film preaches to the art 
house masses with aplomb. Awomen. Unfortunately, we 
observe the title character from such a safe, reverential 
distance, it’s hard to connect with her on an emotional 
level beyond her soporific words. 


PETER RABBIT (PG): The subterranean thumping you 
can hear throughout Will Gluck’s family-friendly ad¬ 
venture isn’t Beatrix Potter’s eponymous floppy-eared 
creation (voiced by James Corden) and his anthropo¬ 
morphic clan as they bound excitedly around their war¬ 
ren. It’s the author spinning in her grave as characters 
are merchandised for quick and easy laughs using the 
same digital trickery that transplanted the fun-loving 
Smurfs to the present day. Peter Rabbit buries the 
sweet, simple charm of Potter’s beautifully illustrated 
books, which were first published at the turn of the 
20th century, and unearths a brash and brazen battle 
between country and city, laden with pop culture refer¬ 
ences including a litter of nods to the Oscar-winning 
1995 film Babe. Young audiences won’t care about the 
disparity between Potter’s elegant source material and 
the film’s emotionally manipulative script. To them, what 
matters is that the four-legged protagonists are undeni¬ 
ably cute and impeccably realised with state-of-the-art 
computer effects that seamlessly meld technical wiz¬ 


ardry and live action. 

GRINGO (15): An honourable man abandons his moral 
compass to turn the tables on his corrupt employers, 
and unwittingly spins himself into a quagmire of de¬ 
ceit and betrayal, in Nash Edgerton’s frenetic comedy 
thriller. Co-written by Anthony Tambakis and Matthew 
Stone, Gringo employs a fractured chronology to chart 
a bungled kidnapping in Mexico that might have been 
masterminded by the tearful victim (David Oyelowo). 
Appearances are deceptive throughout Edgerton’s 
breathless caper, and as voyeurs, our limited enjoyment 
comes from attempting to second guess how abrasive 
characters will double-cross one another in the name 
of greed and ambition. Some of these hairpin twists are 
predictable so director Edgerton distracts us from the 
script’s manifold shortcomings with breathless action 
sequences and self-consciously offbeat comic inter¬ 
ludes. Oyelowo’s sympathetic and sporadically heartfelt 
portrayal is the glue that prevents the picture from falling 
apart.

FOR WINE 


When you find yourself a favourite style 
of wine, grape or region, it’s easy to 
stick with the same old same. 

But with the buds coming into bloom, 
and daylight savings about to brighten 
up our lives, why not come out of shad¬ 
ows and crack open something a little 
more citrusy, juicy, tropical or even a 
tiny bit green? 

Here are six top picks to help freshen 
up the wine rack for spring... 

1) Martisor Pinot Grigio 2017, Romania 
(£5.49, Waitrose): Pinot grigio is argu¬ 
ably northern Italy’s most famous white 
grape. But if you’re after something in¬ 
expensive and nice, it’s worth looking 
further east, where Romanians celebrate 
Martisor, the coming of spring. Light and 
crisp, with scents of green apples and a 
lively tempo of lemon and lime.

Sutton United manager Paul 
Doswell has issued a rallying cry 
to the club’s supporters in a bid 
to help the U’s break into the 
Football League (EFL). 

Doswell’s team is second in the 
Vanarama National League with 
eight games left and has a real 
chance of promotion to the EFL 
for the first time in the club’s 120- 
year history. 

However, as has been widely 
publicised, Sutton’s 3G pitch is 
currently not permitted in the EFL 
and any rule change on the issue 
will come too late for the U’s who 
have held meetings to assess their 
options with the season’s climax 
rapidly approaching. 

, -> Doswell posted a series of 
J messages on Twitter this week 
giving an update on the situation 
while encouraging fans to do their 
bit in helping make the club’s 
dream a reality 

“Last few months have been 
investigating all our options and 
making sure whatever we do was 
right for the club, the supporters 
and most cost effective as every 
pound is massive still to us,” said 
the Sutton boss. 

“We were clearly hoping that 
we could retain the 3G. However 
with no vote planned, option B is 
in place. 

“Our biggest dilemma is 
losing our community model 
which we all fiercely believe in. 

“The solution is; Having been 
advised by industry experts if 
we get promoted, we will install a 
hybrid grass pitch in the main 
stadium. This will allow 25/30 
hours of use per week. 

“We are also looking to install 
the same pitch in Collingwood Rec 
which combined would give us 
circa 55 hours use per week 
the same as we currently have

from the 3G.” 

With Sutton flying high in the 
National League, speculation has 
been mounting as to what might 
happen should they earn the 
historic promotion. 

The artificial surface has trans¬ 
formed the fortunes of the club 
with hundreds of people of all 
ages using the facility every week, 
making United a real hub of the 
community 

The club has remained tight- 
lipped while it considers its next 
move. Options so far have included 
groundsharing at another club or 
replacing the cherished 3G pitch 
with grass, but now it seems a clear 
plan has been hatched. 

Doswell went on to say: “No 
groundshare, community model 
retained. We have also had exten¬ 
sive meetings regards required 
ground improvements and every¬ 
thing is achievable if we mobilise

“We are a fans owned club and 
we look to the recent example of 
Stevenage fans raising £600,000 in 6 
weeks for a new stand for their club. 

“We require a similar amount 
for our project. Can we do it? I be¬ 
lieve we can and initiatives are 
currently being thought through.

Sutton’s promotion hopes were 
dealt a blow last Saturday when 
they lost 1-0 at Maidstone United 
in what Doswell described as “our 
worst performance of the season.” 

Stuart Lewis scored in the 75th 
minute to end United’s 10-game 


unbeaten league run. 

Sutton had chances but Byron 
Harrison, Tommy Wright and 
Louis John couldn’t find the target 
on a bitterly cold afternoon. 

Leaders Macclesfield also lost at 
the weekend but they had a chance 
to stretch their two-point advan¬ 
tage when they visited Maidstone 
last night (Wednesday). 

Sutton host relegation-threat¬ 


ened Chester at the Knights 
Community Stadium this Satur¬ 
day (March 24), 3pm.
